w as based on th e principle th a t a eon 
gressional frank does not cover the 
tran spo rtation of m erchandise simply 
because it is governm ent property. 
F o r th e one or tw o instances of this 
kind th a t have occurred in late years 
iu the ran k s of representatives and 
senators there have been scores in the 
governm ent departm ents. 


B illiard Table by M ail. 


On one occasion nu arm y post in tho 
west had a billiard table which the 
w ar d ep artm en t w anted to tra n sfe r to 
an o th er [lost at a different point.

stead of being sent by freight a t con­ 
siderable expense to the w ar d e p a rt­ 
m ent it w as put into the mail c a r u n ­ 
der th e free mailing privilege, and the 
postoffice 
d epartm ent

The treasu ry departm en t at W ash ­ 
ington used to distribute iron safes

the country 
through the mail cars 
O ther d e p a rtm e n ts in W ashington scut 
out fu rniture, typew riters and similar

Tin* postoffice de p a rtm en t it­ 
self transp orted canceling machines, 
carpets, lounges an d various kinds of 
furniture. 
One of the great abuses of the fra n k ­ 
ing privilege, xvhich. it is claimed, has 
been fairly well eradicated noxv. was 
practiced for m any years by p erson s 
app aren tly in the employ of certain 
railroad companies. 
G reat quantities 
of governm ent publications, of no usi 
to any om*. would be sent out to dis 
ta u t points at the tim e th a t th e period 
leal w eighing of th.- mails w as pc'.eg 
on. 
Wagon loads of flies,, pouches would 
be sent tinder the frank of a congress 
m an xx’ho knew nothing about the ship 
m e a t and would lie sent to some ma a 
who knew nothing of its coming. 
Tin* 
w eight of this an d of the hundreds of 
other 
sh ipm en ts 
of 
like 
character 
would l*e credited to the railroads as 
part of the mail they carried (luring 
the w eighing period, and for the next 
few years the governm ent would go 
on [laying th e railroads on th a t basis 
of weight. 


Trick of the Railroads. 


One congressm an in M ichigan is an 
Glorify for the sta tem en t th at he re 
eelved three wagon loads of publica­ 
tions of various kinds at Ids home. 
a fte r congress had adjourned, for three 
y e a r s in succession before lie found 
out th e system .

held up at New O rleans so th a t t ’lev 
w ould go over a certain railroad dm* 
ing the m al1 xveigldng period. 
T he use of the congressional frau'; 
by the cam paign com m ittees is

contrary to laxv. but there are ny-ny 
m em bers of congress and gover-tm

authorities xvho consider it an abuse 
of the free mailing privilege.
